On April 6, 1955, when 


the author was collecting with I)r. Ronald L. McGregor, a 
colony of pure white flowered //. minima was discovered on 
shallow sandy soil, over sandstone, in a clearing of an upland 
scrub oak forest, in Woodson County, Kansas. The exact 
location was: Sec. 32, T25S, R15E. The specimens were 

scattered in a small area of this woodland. 

Hedyotis minima (Beck) T. A G., forma albiflora, f. now — 
llaec forma a planta typica speciei corollis albis recedit. This 
form differs from the typical form of the species in having white 
corollas. Type specimen Lathrop and McGregor 3d, is in the 
Herbarium of the University of Kansas.— Earl Lathrop,
